in: in thé case of the Catholic clergy alone does it seem that 
those of foreign birth only are found to till the soil, and there i: 
no great rush even from them. Foreign bankers are no doub! 
experts, but foreign-born bankers in the. southwest could meet 
the demands of American business men only in a puttering sor 
of way. 

‘There is a great field for the American priest in this un 
developed country; may your splendid plen stert them this wa 
at least in the wake of the American business man, since nov 
is too late to come as his precursor, which should be the norr 
course.

\ccording to newspaper reports from different 
sections it would seem that many cities of the United 
States are on the verge of bankruptcy. New York 
found it necessary during the past year to reduce the 
working hours of several thousand city employees, be- 
cause it did not have the money to pay them; Toledo 
has been compelled to curtail its police and fire force 
by one hundred men, and to close six engine houses; 
Cleveland needs new schools, and cannot afford them 
because of having reached the taxation limit. A bond 
issue of $1,000,000 was issued a few months ago, but 
it has ail been used up. The city now faces great con- 
gestion in the schools. These are only a few instances 
of similar conditions which obtain in many cities of 
the country, and they prompt us to ask: What if the 
Catholic Church closed all her pe ish schools? What 
if Catholics represented that they would begin to do 
not only what they have a right to, but what our 
enemies are insisting that they do—patronize the pub- 
lic schools? New York City has two hundred and 
twenty parish schools. How would the city raise the 
funds to purchase one-half that many new schoo] sites 
and erect adequate buildings thereon? How pay the 
teaching staff which would be necessary to instruct 
more than a hundred thousand additional pupils? 
What is true of New York City would hold equally 
good of Cleveland and Toledo, because they have 
probably even more parochial schools in proportion to 
the size of the respective cities.
